‘Tue report of the China Morcbants 
Steam Navigation Company for last 
yoar is @ much more modest document 
than we have of late seasons been 
accustomed to reosive, The directors 
probably fully disbardened their minds 
about a twolvemonth ago of their 
t officials, foreigners,

who bad long withheld their oon- 
fidence from the undertaking, Aud 
having in the meantime succeeded in 
acquiring tho additioual million of 
capital, the gentlemen who manage the 
company were no doubt in a better 
hamoue than they were a your 
They toll tho shareholders very little 
of the business of the concern daring 
the year. With a cooluess that uo 
foreign body of shareholders would 
submit to be treated with, they inform 
jah to loarn more than 
the meagre report gives, that they may 
apply for further partionlars to the 
Head Office in Shaughiai. ‘The office here 
and six others, with tbe Saporiutendeuta 
of Northern aud Southeru Trade, Lave 
beon supplied with fall particulars of 
the operations of the company.

dividend of twenty per cent. to, ita 
shareholders, aud this yoar ton per _ 
cent. on a doubled capital, it should 
have required a very heavy rate of 
interest from the Corean King, We 
suppose that the sharebolders do not 
interpret the constitution of the com. 
pany very strictly, and that this loan to 
orea, though quite contrary to the 
by-laws, will pass as unchallenged as 
the investments in mining shares to 
whioh- we took exception last years 
These last have been slightly reduced, 
but still amount to Tls.215,000. Shares 
in the Kaiping Mining Company which 
ranged from 150 to 200 premiam ia 
1881 and 1882 are now quoted at 12} 
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per cout disconnt, and very uufavour- 
able reports as to the future of the 
undertaking have from time to time 
come from the north. The Chinese 
seom to have tired of it, as they do of 
anything that does not show immediate 
results, and, as Li Hung-chang has 
probably been repaid his advances, no 
one is uow particularly interested in 
carrying it on, except the shareholders, 
who, being principally in this province, 
can practically do nothing. ‘The Oina 
Merchants Co. would saffer by the 
failare of the Kai mines, but avy 
logs it may sustain thereby will no 
doubt be lenieutly viewed by its 
its patron the Vicoroy of Chibli. The 
other mine in which the company is 
interested is still little more than on 
paper, aud its shares are therefore 
quoted at five per cent. premium. There 
is a notable increase in the investments 
in wharves aud land, due, no doubt, to 
the spacious and ugly godowns erected 
last yenr ab Kin-le-yaon, Nothing is 
eaid in the report of the sale of the 
Niugpo Wharf for Taels 350,000, there- 
fore we must conclude that it was made 
after the year’s accouuts lad beeo 
closed. Woe cannot congratulate the 
company on this last report as we did 
‘on the one of last ye 

‘This steamship company and the 
two mining companies to which wo 
have referred, are the principal under- 
takinge in tho north in which natives 
have eugaged. There have been ru- 
mours now aud then of a rival steamer 
company being established, but it is 
difficult to learn how much trath 
there is in these, Wo were, hor 
over, informed some time ago with 
Appearance of authority that Jand aud 
frontage for river-side premises for a 
new company had been purchased at 
Tivutsin. We should doubt, seeing the 
impoverishment which floods aud other 
disusters must bring on large districts 
in China, whether anything more will 
be done in the matter, at all evouts for 
some considerable time, ‘The telegraph 
ia w governmont affair, and lives are 
now advortized as beiug open to within 
twelve miles of Peking, while those to 
the South are being rapidly constructed. 
Locally no now eutorprizes have been 
ontored on this year, But oue of the 
Glass works is now rondy to manu- 
fucture its wares, aud we believe two 
Paper-mills are advancing to comple- 
tion,’ The Tannery premises have beon 
rebuilt aud operations Lave been com- 
meuced on a small scale. ‘Tho Cotton 
mill which is to be erected a few miles 
down tho river is referred to in our 
commercial report of to-day. It belongs 
to Chinese connected with officials aud 
is consequently favoured by them, and 
is understood to lave been started with 
a sufficient capital. But somo others of 
the local industrial undertakings are 
greatly in need of funds to go on with, 
‘Pho process of forming such companies 
here is similar to that in use all the 
world over, where speculators are busy. 
A few Chinese form au association and 
draw up a prospeotus in which a 
































capital of several lacs of tacls is sot 
forth in the most light-hearted manner. 
Some capital, at all events, is subscribed, 
aud with it a site is purchased, gener. 
ally from one of the promoters who 
had bought the land previously at a 
lower price, and is immediately mort- 
gaged to pay the cost of the earlier build 
ing operations; aud mortgagesare heaped 
on the buildings as long as people can 
be found to lend money. It is exactly 
the process by which speculative 
builders at home ran up streets and. 
districts. Those who credit China with 
being the originator of many of the arts 
and scientific inventions may perhaps 
find it worth while to ascertain whether 
she is not also the mother of financ- 
ing. This plan is bowoverscarcely suited 
to undertakings which require capital 
to carry them on successfully, and this 
the Chinese aro finding out. But they 
oree to using their own money, 
d so accustomed to lean on foreigners 
in financial matters, while obstinately 
bent on retaining the management of 
mills aud factories in their own bat 
which will provent their  receivir 
assistance from foreigners, that it would 
not surprise us if some of their uuder- 
takings were not proceeded with,

On the day 
fixed for the sactifice the liorse was slaugh- 
tered at the waterfall, and prayers were 
offered up, about 3,000 persons taking part 
in the procoodings, which were also wit-

We find the following note on French 
steamers and the bounty system in the 
Manchester Examiner :— From 1880 to 
1882 the French flag has gained to the 
extent of 50,900 tons, and foreign flags in 
French ports lost 345,000 tons of that 
foreign shippivg trade which receives a 
bounty from the French Government.

hesitation in acting on the wishes 
i nds that he should return to 
his miuistry in Shanghai.

Correspondent are of too serious a na 
tore to be allowed to pass without the 
promptest and strictest investigation, 
for the condition of affairs, accord. 
ing to his account, is nothing less’ than 
horrible, Mr, Hall has so far. bad the 
courage of his opivions as to append 
his name to his communication, and we 
understand that he is in a position to 
prove all the charges that he has ad- 
vanced. We do not wish for a moment 
to throw any doubt upon the porfeot 
integrity and conscientiousness of Mr, 
Howes as an Inspector of Markets. 
Bat the fact remains that while he has 
been reporting “all the cattle healthy 
and free from disease,” sickuess is said 
to have been very prevalent, and pre- 
valent to a degree of which no one here 
seems to have had the most remote 
. Tt is unnecessary for us to sum. 
marise the disgusting details respecting 
the slaughter-houses and knackers’- 
shops so remorselessly set down by 
Mr. Hall. It is however our duty to 
poirit out that Mr, Hall's letter con- 
tains, by implication, a very serious 
charge against tho trustworthiness 
of the reports furnished by our pro- 
sont Inspector of Markets, If what 
our Correspondent avers is trac— 
and it is difficult to shut our eyes 
to tho probability, at least, of its 
being so—it follows that Mr. Howes 
must have been systematically im: 
posed upon by the native dairymen 
and butchers, and that his reports to 
the Municipal Council aro therefore 
unreliable. It remains to be seen, of 
course, whether Mr. Hall’s allegations 
will be proved; but wo submit that id 
ion affecting so intimately the 
wing of every resident in the 
Sottloment tho fullest weight should 
bo given to his statements, and tho 
fullest investigations instituted. We 
havo been told that wo are surrounded 
in Shanghai, on every side, by the 
worst dangers. Tho air wo breathe is 
unhealthy and impure; the water we 
drink requites a multiplicity of processea 
before it can be considered absolutely 
free from poison; our olothes are 
washed in stagnant aud fetid pools, 
and onr milk is a frequent vehicle for 
the conveyance into our systems of 
fever-germs. Woe have at least a 
right to expect that the Municipal 
Council will protect us from feeding 
on the flesh of animals which have 
either been exposed to the infection 
of the native slaughter-honses ‘or 
killed while suffering from disease; 
“ As far as I can understand,” says 
‘Mr. Hall, referring to a conversation 
between himself and the Inspector of 
‘Markets, “he simply puts his questions 
to butchers and knackers as to how 
many [eattle] they have killed, snd 
whatever their answer is he books it as 
correct, without any attempt at- verify- 
ing their statements; and tho samo 
takes place iu his dairy-reports.” We’ 
have not the slightest doabt that 
koackers and dairymen use every means’

‘THE RELIGIOUS DUTIES OF THE ¥MPEROR. 
Ir the Emperor were to perform him- 
self all the sacrifices and prostratio 
required of him by the law, it would 
bo more than human nature could en 
dare; but happily provision is mado 
for a worshipper to take his place even 
in the most important ceremonies when 
the duty becomes too oppres 
are no fewer than forty-three 
Kinds of saorifice in which he is Chief 
Priest, and these are divided into three 
classes according to the rank of tho 
beings who are worshipped. If there- 
fore the Emporor were to hear the 
remark made that the Chinese are not 
& religious people, or that they have 
no religion, he would be far from ready 
toondorso the statement. He might ask 
with some amount of reason, “If the 
Chinese nation is without religion, why 
have I all these sacrifices to perform? 
If they do not worship God why do I 
at tho dead of night aud in the 
ereat cold of winter to the Altar of 
Heaven to adore the suprome Spirit 
Of the Universe, attended by two thou- 
sand officers and servants of different 
grades? If the Chinese people do not 
prey, why aro prayers prepared by 
Commissioned scholars whose special 
daty it is to do this for me to uso on 
these forty-three and other occasions ? 
Tt the Chinose are not a praying people, 
why have they in their ancient books 
® ritual according to which it is neces- 
ary to proceed in many hundreds of 
definite particulars on occasion of the 
sacrifices which still continue to bo 
offered after the lapse of s0 many ages,

The most of these beings have to be 
worshipped, and since they are high 
and low in rank and weak and powor- 
fal in inflaence it has seemed pro- 
por to the wisdom of the Sages that

them for convenience in worship, so 
that thoy may all retain towards tho 
Chinoso natives a uniformly friendly 
aspect, China adores them all through 
her monarch, and the prosperity of tho 
tho Empire is supposed to depend on 
the regular performance of Imperial 
worship, The firat-olass sacrificos are 
six in number and they are performed 
at the Altars of Heaven and Earth, in 
the Temple of Ancestors andat the Altar 
of the Gods of the Land aud of Grai 
The Altar of Heaven is in a park a mile 
and a half from the front gate of the 













































































Palace. That of Earth is three miles 
from the back gate of the Palace. The 
other two are within the Palace en- 
closnre on the south side. The Temple 
of Ancestors is on the east and the Altar 
of Land and Grain on the west, Among 
the six, three sacrifices are offered at the 
Temple of Heaven and one each at the 
Earth Altar, at the Temple to Ancestors 
and to theSpirits of the Laud and Grain. 
‘Those to Heaven are at the winter 
solstice, for a fruitful year in the 
pring, and for in the summer, 
‘There are three days of fasting anterior 
to these sacrifices, without which the 
Emporor and the Court, it is supposed 
according to theory, would not be in a 
suitable state of mind for their per- 
formance, There must be no wine taken, 
nor any animal food. The festive gather. 
ing of friends must uot bo attended. 
‘The person who fasts must sleep not 
in his ordinary place of nightly repose 
but in some special apartment suited 
for these occasi where he must be 
alone, He must listen to no musio, 
1 no visits of condolence, postpone 
king bis mother after her health, pat 
off all business except what is moat 
pressing, perform no sacrifices of au- 
other kind than that for which ho 
preparing, wear no mourning, aud sweep 
no ancestral tombs ; and in addition to 
these things ho must bathe on the day 


























before the sacrifice. These rules include | (5 





therefore in the courseof a year eighteen 
days of somewhat rigid fasting, for the 
subjugation of the bodily appetites 
provious to the daties of religion, and 
to the fatigao of prostrations which

The nine secondary snorifices aro 
those in the first instance to the Sun 
id Moon, when red and white are the 
reigning colours, as blne and yellow 
are in the sacrifices to Heaven and 
Earth, Next come the Emperors and 
Kings of the past, in worshipping whom 
China honours all the crowned heroes 
of history.

—Compulsory Emigration.—In case 
Compulsory Euthanasia should prove too 
unpopular, or too difficult of execution, 
there remains the method of Compulsory 
Emigration Aggording to thin plan, thy 
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present subjects of the Chineso Empire 
would be apportioned out among the exist- 
ing States of Christendom (including Cal 
fornia) and their Colonies,pro rata, thatis, 
the direct ratio of the uumber of square 
miles, aud the density of population. In 
this.way, the largest part cf the present 
population of China would be transplanted 
to.North aud South America, to Australia 
and to Siberia, which aro the most eligible 
fields for emmigration. Care should, how- 
ever, be taken to, disperse the. population 
from, one rogion and province among those 
from other and distant regions and pro- 
vinous, to prevent the perpetuation of any 
fixed dialect. ‘The yeueral and ultimate 
effect. would be to bring the weak Mono- 
syllabic tongue into direct and mortal au- 
tagonism with the strong Aryan tongues, a 
contest. the result of which, while not im- 
mediate, could not be doubtful.

4 concert in the public garden in aid of the 
fund for the relief of the sufferers by tho 
recent inundations. ‘The money collected 
is to be handed over to Li Hung-chang, 
who will himself add to it a'handsome 
contribution, ‘The Chinese say that His 
Excellency intends to give Tis. 100,000, 
and that Lady Li will in addition give ten 
thousand sniis of clothing.

Rumours have apparently reached you 
about an expected rising here and at 
‘Wuchang on the part of the White Lily 
conspirators, They have been much ox- 
aggerated, though by no means basel 
The following gives the true state of the 
cane. 

‘Some months ago a panic provailed hero 
with regard to an expected outbreak of 
some religious sect spread throughout thie 
province, Shantung, and Honan, and a 
number of heads of supposed conspirators 
were cut off. So Teould make out, 
however, the plot existed chiefly in tho 
imagination of the mandarins and people. 
But there is a sect which professes to desire 
the return of China to the pure faith of 
antiquity, which worships JE (Heaven) 
and whose mombers are much exercised 
at the corruptions of these later days ; and 
it is quite possible that to increase their 
influence over their followers the leaders 
have given out the approach of a tima . 
when both they and their adherents would 
be the ruling powers in the Empire. But 

wvidence to show that any real 
had been made for 
slightest pos 
of success had they unfurled their banners 
aud declared that the day of vengeance 
was at hand. ; 

‘After a week or so of groundless panic, 
and the execution of about a hundred 
people, a fifth of whom were probably quite 
innocent, the excitement, died away, aud 
it was given out that the outbreak had 
been postponed till the 8th moon. ‘This 
date arriving in Aue course and the atfen- 
tion of the public being drawn to the old 
rumours by the appearance on the ‘scene 
of six prisoners who had been arre: ited in 
‘Honan for supposed participation in the 
plot, a report was soon diffused that the 




































great event was now really going to happs 
and the Mid-autumn Festival ‘was * 
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ally pitched on as the date. However the 
5th-has come and gone without any signs 
of a disturbance, and no one is much the 
worse, though the Tao-t‘ai and other high 
officials were kept for several nights out of 
their beds solemnly parading the streets 
intheir sedans. ‘The troops also were kept 
under arma, and the Fire Brigades ‘con- 
tinued hard at work pumping water on all 
exposed woodwork lest it should be ire to. 
Some timid people were alarmed ; revolver 
loaded, and the Consuls 
and authorities gonorally wero abused be- 
cause there was no gunboat, Then the 
rain came, and calm once more prevails. 
OF the six prisoners above referred to, 
one, on being interrogated, promptly de- 
clared that he was one of the heads of the 
conspiracy, and that he rejoiced in the title 
of the Northern King ; further, that he was 
suprome in this part of the country, and 
had many tens of thousands of troops ready 
to riso at his command. Whether he was 
a lunatic and imagined all this, or whether 
he spoke ironically, is not known ; but he 
has since lost his head. Against the others 
there appears hitherto to have been no

‘This line of work, that has elsewhere 
ficial to both the bodies and 
eople, has recently been 
inaugurated in this city, by the Southern 
‘Metliodiat Minion, Drs, 8V. It. Lambuth 
and W. H. Park of this mission, after 
having graduated in medicine in the 
Bellevue Medical College of New York, 
and also spent some time in the principal 
hospitals of Edinburgh and London, caine 
to Chine last.autumu, and opened’ a 
ensary in this elty soon after their arrival. 
fundreds of patients from the city and 
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surrounding country, far and near, have 
attended this dispensary, in the short time 
since it was first opened. 

Some two years ago a lot containing 
more than 7 mow of ground was obtained, 
on which to build the hospital that had 
been in contemplation for several years. 
Last spring after the doctors in charge had 
matured their plans, work was begun on the 
hospital ings, and has progressed 
toadily till now. ‘The buildings (ail that 
aro to be put up at present) are about com- 
pleted, aud it is expected to open the 
hospital for pationts eome time in October. 

The hospital will be known as the Soo- 
chow Hospital, and is situated inside the 
city near the Enat Gate (4/9).

FROM SHANSE TO YUNNAN, 
—— 
(sores oF 4 JOURNEY THROUGH CORINA.) 
Jan. 6th (Continued. )—Turning up the 
main street of Ohil-shan Hsien, which is 
fine and broad, I made my exit by the 
west gate, and, after passing somo ruins, 
got out into the open country. The coun- 
try is fine, towns and villages being visible 
in the distance, with clumps of trees here 
and there about the graves of the dead 
hamlets of the living. Rooke and magpie 
sparrows and other birds, hopped about, 
and appeared to enjoy the fine sunshine as 
much as we did, We crossed a small 
stream, flowing south, as moat streams 
do in ‘these parts, to awell the volume 
of the famous Wei-ho river, where the 
celebrated Chou Wen Wang found the 
venerable Kiang ‘Tzo-ya angling, some 
thirty-six hundred years ago, Wen Wang 
at ouice invited the aged fisherman to follow 
him, and then made him his most trusted 
tworthy counsellor, giving him 
f Tai Kung Wang, or Grand-pa’s 
Expectation, Chou Wen Wang thereupon 
undertook the subjugation of China and 
virtually founded the Chou dynasty, al- 
though the work was not accomplished till 
his successor, Wa Wang, had ascended the 
throne aud subdued the southern states, 
We halted in an open town of some sixt 
families, where there are but one wrotche: 
inn and some fow eating houses, which

ins. But tho plaster did not exactly im- 
prove their appearance, or make them look 
ny more like hu ngs than they did 
before, when cold and muffled up in sheep 
and other skins, Nevertholess wo got on, 
and at length sighted a city in the distan 
On entering the fag end of its suburb, wo 
found it a mass of ruins, with piles of bricks 
and tiles flanking the formerly 
‘and busy road leading to the east ro 
crossed a small stream, wherein old rope 
.d hempen sandals were being convert 
into pulp for paper-making by various pri- 
mitive means, and wero then fairly in what 
had once been a very fine eastern suburb, 
a fow pai-fangs alone standing now amongat 
tho masses of ruin and rubbish. Woe 
crossed another stream, on a fino stone 
bridge, with double cartway and raised 
foot-path in the centre. ‘The garde-fow 
was an elaborate piece of stonework, with 
all sorts of figuros of meu and boasts, 
flowers and fruits, sculptured thereon. We 
entered the city by tho east gate, which is 
protected by a bastion, and passed up a fine 
street in front of the yamén of the Com- 
mandant of the Garrison.

are occasionally met with on the road, 

T have now ascertained that the false 
rumour wo heard yesterday was ca 
by the despatch sent on aiead of me havin, 
a falso seal attached to it; that is, paste 
on over the proper one, and purporting to 
be from some Hsien in Shan-si. I belie 
the mischief was caused by my enemy the 
‘Tung-kuang Ting, as a sort of revenge for 
the mortification he had to endure by my 
reporting his conduct towards mo to his 
immediatesuporior, the'Tung-kuangTaotai, 
an affair which probably proved rather 
expensive to the miserly Ting. Tho 
despatch was accordingly detained here 
for over tén days, and was only sont on 
news of my arrival at 
_ andl my entertain t by 
worthy friend Hu Hung-ping reaching 
Bike, “The mischief hes wot 90 far done 
any harm ; but it might have done, and

Killed, and whatever their answer is he 
‘books it as correct, without any attempt at 
verifying their statements; aud:the same 
takes placein his dairy reports.
